This great doc- 
ument will never grow old and its 
constant study and appreciation 
would seem to be an impelling duty 
on all those who seek to bring their 
American citizenship to its full es- 
tate. Back through the centuries 
the 33-year-old Jefferson went for 
his immortal utterance, keenly alert 
for the basic structure that would 
insure the stability of the amalga- 
mated States that were to be, and 
he made full draft on one of the 
cardinal keynotes of Christian civi- 
lization, that man's right to life, 
liberty and pursuit of happiness be- 
longed to him by the very essence

Academy Has Rare Bird Skin as 

Result of Main Line Mans Interest 



Students of ornithology visiting the 
Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Sciences have recently had the oppor- 
tunity of studying a new bird skin — 
a rarity added to the Academy collec- 
tion through the generosity of a Main 
Line man. 

The bird, Baloeniceps Rex, or 
Whalehead, is an African species some- 
what related to the herons. The bird, 
found in the Nile valley, is tall and 
heavy, with a gigantic bill, giving the 
head a superficial resemblance to that 
of the whale. 

Few scientific institutions posses a 
skin of the bird. Several months ago, 
Dr. Witmer Stone, curator of the 
academy, received an offer from a 
British firm who had a specimen. The 
appropriation for the purchase of speci- 
mens was exhausted, and Dr. Stone 
regretfully laid the offer aside. 



Then came a visit from Archibald 
O. Leighton of "The Hedges,*' Rose- 
mont. He read the circular and put 
it in his pocket. A few weeks later 
the academy possessed the rare speci- 
men. 

The donor of this addition to the 
Philadelphia collection is a student of 
natural history, as are his wife and son. 
The latter, Alexander H. Leighton, a 
student at Princeton, has specialized in 
observation of bird habits and in the 
taking of motion pictures and photos 
of wild life. _ 

Mr. Leighton, whose interest in 
natural science, is a quiet one, is more 
widely known in his profession of a 
builder. His firm, Irwin and Leigh- 
ton; are constructing the gigantic 
Philadelphia-Fidelity Trust Building, 
and have erected many important 
structures in this section.

TELLS OF PERSHING

Community service, as shown in 
the lives of world figures, was the 
topic of a talk Tuesday before the 
Bala-Cynwyd-N a r b e r t h Rotary 
Club by E. H. Snow, principal of 
the Lower Merion Junior High 
School. 

True service, the speaker said, 
must be of the unobtrusive kind, 
and yet must not stand in the way 
of leadership. "I admire the man 
who wants to get out front and 
earn the admiration of his commu- 
nity," said Mr. Snow. 

America's feeling toward wealth 
was used as an example of the dif- 
ficulties besetting the community 
servant. We encourage wealth, he 
said, and measure a man's success 
in that way, but as soon as he 
amasses wealth we start shooting 
at him. 

"After all," said Mr. Snow, "the 
man who pays his debts, keeps his 
home well and gives when and as 
much as he is able, is pursuing true 
community service." 

The life of John J. Pershing, 
general-in-chief of the United 
States armies, was outlined as an 
example of service in a broader 
sense. Mr. Snow, himself a vet- 
eran, traced the life of America's 
war leader from student days to 
the time of his retirement. 

The Rotarians were given a pic- 
ture of a life of action and accom- 
plishment, yet characterized by a 
perfect sense of self-discipline and 
obedience to orders. The speaker 
quoted many incidents of "Black- 
Jack's" career to prove his point. 

One of these occurred in Mexico, 
where Pershing had surrounded the 
bandit Villa and was in a position 
to bring him out of his stronghold 
in chains. An order from a waver- 
ing government at home told him 
to withdraw, though success was at 
his fingertips. Despite the tempta- 
tion to delay or ignore the word of 
Washington, Pershing swallowed 
his personal ambitions and with- 
drew his troops. 

Another of the many stories was 
of the tremendous personal disci- 
pline which permitted Pershing to 
lock within him the horror of the 
tragic death of his family and to 
take up his responsible task in 
France, and later to submerge per- 
sonal ambition in order to have 
Foch created Marshal of the allied 
forces. 

Finally, when, at the prime of 
his life, the order for retirement 
was given him, Pershing quietly 
withdrew, and holds the distinction 
of being one of the very few Amer- 
ican war generals who have not 
courted the Presidency.

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Newberry Medal for Best Children's 
Book Given by Mukerji. 

The John Nevvbery Medal given an- 
nually for the most distinguished chil- 
dren's book of the past year has been 
awarded to Dhan Gopal Mukerji for 
his book, "Gay-Neck." The presen- 
tation was made at the American 
Library Association's fiftieth annual 
conference held at West Baden, In- 
diana, May :il to June 2. 

John Ncwbery, in whose honor the 
medal is named, was an eighteenth 
century publisher and bookseller and 
one of the first publishers to devote 
attention to children's books. The 
medal is the gift of Frederic G. Mel- 
cher, of New York City. Only citi- 
zens who are residents of the United 
States are eligible to receive it. 

"Gay-Neck" is the story of a pigeon 
born in India, the most beautiful 
pigeon, as Mukerji says, in his home 
town where the boys owned 40.000 of 
these pets. The story takes "Gay- 
Neck" through his adventures in Cal- 
cutta and later on through the world 
war, where he served as a carrier 
pigeon. There are also in the book 
many incidents relating to Ghond, the 
wonderful Indian hunter who under- 
stands the language of animals. The 
book carries decorations by Boris 
Artzybashett", which have a beauty of 
design completely in harmony with 
the text. 

The library has this book now ready 
for circulation and is recommending 
it on the list of vacation reading for 
children. 

Former titles which have been 
awarded the Newbcry prize and which 
may be found in the library are "The 
Story of Mankind" by Van Loon. 
"The Voyages of Dr. Dolittle" by 
Lofting, "Dark- Frigate" by Hawes, 
"Tales from Silver Lands" by Finger.

Tiger Liked Him Not, But A rdmore 
Man's Bird Gun Looked Impressive 



Armed only with a small caliber bird- 
gun, Rudolphe de Schauensee, of Ard- 
more, was confronted by a full-grown 
tiger on the edge of a jungle in North- 
ern Siam while on an expedition re- 
cently to obtain specimens of the com- 
paratively little known fauna of the 
region. 

The tiger grimly surveyed the young 
collector and his native gun-bearer and 
then beat a growling retreat into the 
jungle. Mr. de Schauensee returned to 
his encampment for more effective 
arms to hunt down the animal. Al- 
though he and C. Tyson Smith, of Phila- 
delphia, fe'.low member of the expedition, 
beat the surrounding territory they failed 
to uncover the lair of the animal. 

The tale of the tiger encounter and 
its fortunate denouement was unfolded 
Saturday by Mr. de Schauensee, who 
recently returned with 200 living speci- 
mens of the bird and animal life of Siam, 
Sumatra and the Malay Peninsula, and 
with many skins to be mounted for 
museums. 

"We had seen no tigers before that," 
the collector said, "and we foolishly left 



camp inadequately armed. When the 
tiger saw us, it stopped. So did we. In 
fact, we did not have so much as an 
inch, fearing it would spring. 
Both Retreated. 

"For about five seconds — which seem- 
ed longer — we looked at the tiger and the 
tiger looked at us, lashing its tail. Then 
it growled and backed into the brush. 
We also backed — the other way." 

Mr. de Schauensee and Mr. Tyson left 
on their expedition early in January. 
In the collection they brought home were 
seven gibbons, an anthropoid ape and a 
king cobra measuring IX feet, one of 
the few in captivity. All the live speci- 
mens arc now at the Philadelphia Zoo. 

The expedition just completed is the 
third that Mr. de Schauensee has taken 
in the interest of science. In 1024 and 
102."> he went to the Amazon country of 
South America and returned with many 
bird specimens which now grace the col- 
lection of the Philadelphia Museum of 
Natural History. Mr. de Schauensee is 
the son of Baroness de Schauensee. of 
Paris, formerly Miss Matilda Toland, of 
Philadelphia.

Hoover Nomination Brings Joy to 
Local Leaders, Who Praise Choice 



Nomination of Herbert Hoover 
as the Republican party's candi- 
date for President at Kansas City 
last week brought jubiliation to 
Republican leaders in Lower Mer- 
ion, Narberth and Montgomery 
county in general. In a section 
where the sentiment of the voters 
of the Republican party was pre- 
dominantly pro-Hoover, these of- 
ficials had been fearful earlier this 
spring that a dark horse might be 
nominated and thus make their 
task of rolling up majorities here 
for the party ticket more difficult 
than necessary. 

Republican leaders who have 
been sounding out voters in the 
township and Narberth still admit 
that they may be unable to pre- 
vent the deflection of many of 
their followers who have an- 
nounced a preference for Govern- 
or Albert E. Smith, who is be- 
lieved to be assured of the Demo- 
cratic nomination at Houston 
next week. But with Hoover to 
fight with they look forward to 
the November election with con- 
fidence. 

"Hoover is the best man that 
could have been elected." was the 
consensus of opinion here. "He 
is not an old line politician," ad- 
mitted one leader, but "old line 
politicians," he pointed out, were 
sometimes "hard to put over." 
The reference was to the Senate 
fight of two years ago between 
Vare and AYilson when Lower 
Merion and Narberth for the first 
time in years went Democratic as 
a protest against the nomination 
of the Philadelphia boss. 

Reaction of Democratic leaders 
on the Main Line to the nomina- 
tion of Hoover was, of course, 
less enthusiastic. While still hope- 
ful of making inroads upon their 
Republican rivals with Smith, 
they had hoped for another choice 
by the Republican convention 
which might have made their task 
easier. Hoover, these Democrats 
admitted, was the best candidate 
the Republicans could choose. 
They did not neglect to point 
out, however, that several years 
ago some doubt existed as to 
whether the Commerce Secretary ( 
was a Republican or a Democrat. , 

Commenting on the nomination • 
of Hoover this week. Township 
Treasurer Peter C. Hess, Lower 
Merion Republican leader, said : 

"I think Hoover, from all an- 
gles, is the best candidate the Re- 
publican party ever had for Presi- 
dent. He is not a professional 
politician, but is a good one. 
Everything he has done has been 
of a constructive nature. No one 
will 'get away with anything' 
with Hoover in the White House. 
Undoubtedly, the rank and file of 
old-time leaders were unfavorable 
to his candidacy, but he is the best 
candidate that we could have 
been given for presentation to 
voters in this- section as the head 
of the Republican ticket. 

"That was a fine piece of work 
that the party did at Kansas City," 
said Frank H. Sykes. president of 
the Lower Merion commission, 
commenting upon the selection of 
Hoover 

"Hoover was the best man the Re- 
publican party could have selected," was 
the comment of Assemblyman Fred C. 
Peters, of Ardmore. "He is the strong- 
est man in the country and one of very 
wide experience. He will go very well 
with the Republican voters in this sec- 
tion." , . 
Commenting on Hoover's selection 



from the angle of a member of the op- 
posite political party, Edward S. Haws, 
of Narberth, alternate delegate to the 
Democratic convention next week, de- 
clared : 

"Off hand, I should say that if I were 
one of the old war horses of the Republi- 
can party I should be inclined to be 
rather 'sore' to see an outsider like this 
step in and take the big plum, especially 
one who did not know eight years ago 
whether lie was a Democrat or a Re- 
publican. Hoover is a good man, but 
there were plenty in his party who did not 
want him and took him only because 
they had to do so." 

Commenting on the campaign this fall, 
Mr. Haws, who saw the nomination of 
Governor Smith at Houston as certain, 
declared : 

"It is going to be a real battle and will 
he anybody's fight. We will make in- 
roads on the Republican vote with Smith, 
but there is not much use getting ex- 
ercised about what will happen in Lower 
Merion or Pennsylvania as a whole. The 
Republican vote may be smaller than 
usual, but it will still be in the majority. 

"Pennsylvania is beyond redemption 
and we Democrats can't expect to get 
very much in the neighborhood. There 
will be a tremendous lot of people for 
Smith, here and in the State, but they 
won't be enough to carry it for him, I am 
afraid. I don't think the Democratic 
party will spend any unnecessary effort 
to do anything big in Pennsylvania, but 
will throw most of its strength into 
States where there is a chance."

Plan Week-End Tours 

With the general trend of early motor 
vacationists moving northward, comes 
the plea for a trip to mountain and lake 
resorts. Two popular spots, the Poconos 
and the Finger Lakes are offered this 
week by the Keystone Automobile Club. 

"Much can be said for both resorts." 
said Joseph R. Murphy, manager of the 
Keystone Automobile Club in Ardmore. 
"in that they are beauty spots, but of a 
different nature. The Poconos offer the 
cooling breezes of the mountains, 
coupled with the sparkling blue of the 
cool mountain lakes, while the Finger 
Lakes provide a beautiful wilderness 
country." 

The Poconos can be reached easily in 
an afternoon. Not many years ago, how- 
ever, it was a two-day trip in a horse and 
carriage. To reach the mountains, from 
Ardmore, drive on Gulph road and 
Crocked lane to Bridgeport and Norrls- 
town. Follow State road from Norrls- 
town, to Bethlehem pike, and turn left 
to Montgomeryville. Turn right here 
Into the Montgomeryville pike to Doyles- 
town, and turn left Into the Lackwanna 
Trail. Follow the trail through Plum- 
steadville, Plpersville and Klntnersville 
and then on to Easton. In Easton, fol- 
low Third street, and bear right up Col- 
lege Hill to reach Wind Gap. Pass 
through Stockertown, Belfast Junction 
Wind Gap, Saylorsburg, Sclota and turn 
left at Snydersvllle, through Bartonville 
Tannersville, Scotrun and Swiftwater to 
Mount Pocono. 

To reach the Finger Lakes, at Watkins 
Glen, a well-known resort, drive west 
from Mount Pocono on the Wllkes-Barre 
road, through Blakeslee and Bear Creek 
to Wilkes-Barre. Cross the river, and 
drive to Exeter and Pittston, where you 
turn left. 

By using this left turn, it is possible 
to avoid the city of Scranton. This is 
State Route 22, and leads to Osterhout 
where the Roosevelt Highway Is met. This 
section is also known as the Sullivan 
Trail, and Is cut into the sides of moun- 
tains, with a guard rail on the outei 
edge. It Is a good Idea to have youi 
brakes adjusted before using this trail 
It passes through fine scenic country, 
and affords many pleasant panoramas. 

Drive through Tunkhannock, Mes- 
hoppen, Skinners Eddy, Wyaluslng and 
Rummerfleld to Towanda. Continue on 
to North Towanda, and bear right Into 
State Highway 42, which passes through 
Milan, Athens and Sayre to Waverly, in 
New York. Bear left here, through 
Chemung and Lowman to Elmlra. 

From Elmlra, drive due north through 
Horseheads, Pine Valley and Montour 
Falls to Watkins Glen, the chief resort 
In the Finger Lakes district. According 
to tradition, these six lakes were placed 
by the Great Spirit In recognition of the 
devotion of the Iroquois Indians. They 
are supposed to represent a portion of 
the Happy Hunting Grounds, which were 
placed on earth for the red man. 

Relics from the prehistoric ages have 
been discovered by archaeologists In the 
silent woods. The Information gathered 
shows that Eskimos, then Mound Build- 
ers and the Algonqulns lived here be- 
fore the Iroquois hunted on the shores 
of the lakes. Many good roads offer fine 
day trips to the motorists while stopping 
In this district.

Establishment and setting of 
curbing for Lower Merion roads 
and opening and making pub- 
lic of two of them, was action taken 
by the township commission at its 
June meeting, held Wednesday 
night in the Township Building at 
Ardmore. The action was taken 
on recommendation of Dr. Charles 
Seidel, chairman of the Highway 
Committee. 

Ordinance 285 provides that 
curbs shall be provided, on due no- 
tice to property owners, and at their 
expense, on both sides of Grays 
lane, Haverford ; Gulph road, Gen- 
eral Wayne; Iona avenue, Merion, 
and Lippincott avenue, South Ard- 
more. Two other ordinances, also 
adopted, provided for the opening 
and making public of Lippincott 
avenue 50 feet wide and Iona ave- 
nue 40 feet wide. Grays lane and 
Gulph road had already been made 
public. 

Anthwyn road, from Iona ave- 
nue to Oak road, Merion, has been 
approved by the Highway Depart- 
ment ; but from Oak road to Mont- 
gomery pike action of the property 
owners is needed, agreeing to share 
the cost of paving the road, before 
the township will consent to take 
over the road. 

Announcement was made that 
contracts had been awarded the 
Knox-Mariani Company for con- 
struction of sewers on Willow Way 
and Schiller and Maplewood ave- 
nues. 

Dr. Seidel, chairman of a special 
committee, made eight recommen- 
dations for improvement of condi- 
tions at the township dump. The 
committee had been appointed fol- 
lowing complaints made by Per- 
cival Roberts in April and Anton 
E. Wohlert and J. A. LaFore and 
others in May. 

The committee was empowered 
to install a gate at the dead end of 
a public road leading into the 
dump ; to arrange an agreement 
with the caretaker for him to collect 
25 cents for each wa«on load, keep- 
ing one-fourth v r himself plus the 



salvage of the dump, in exchange* 
for his keeping the place in good 
condition ; to rescind an agreement 
with the borough of Narberth by 
which it at present is not charged 
for its use of the grounds and to 
seek an estimate on building, of ,a 
culvert for a creek at the dump and 
the setting up of an incinerator to 
dispose of surplus inflammable 
rubbish. 

Chairman William H. Sherwood, 
of the Finance Committee, offered 
out a resolution that a temporary 
loan of $100,000 be floated for 90 
days or such further period of time 
as might be necessary until Town- 
ship Treasurer Peter C. Hess is 
able to make tax collections in large 
sums. His motion was passed. 

President Frank H. Sykes read 
a petition by 21 property owners 
along Upland and Orchard roads, 
Merion, who seek to have the town- 
ship take over those roads, which 
are listed as 45 feet wide; also a 
petition by four property owners 
on Old. County Line road, Bryn 
Mawr, seeking to have the town- 
ship vacate and abandon it, for its 
short extent in Lower,. Merion, 
south of Lancaster pike. Both pe- 
titions were referred to the High- 
way Committee for consideration.
